Slave Case, 

An unusual excitement has been created in New 
York within a week past in consequence of the ar- 
rival of a slave at that port. It appears that the 
“boy” secreted himself on board a vessel lying at 
Savannah, called the Mobile, and that he did not 
discover himself until it was too late for the Cap- 
tain to return with him, and he was consequently 
brought on to New York. On his arrival in that 
city, he was taken before the Court of Oyer and 
Terminer, were it was decided that the arrest of a 
slave in New York, under the laws and Constitu- 
tion of the United States, can only be made by the 
owner, his agent, or attorney,—that the laws of 
Georgia in such acase as the present are not bind- 
ing in New York ; that the principle of police laws 
do not effect this case, and the slave is only de- 
manded for the benefit of his owner ; and that the 
law of New York which allows a master to carry a 
slave before the Mayor or Recorder and get a cer- 
tificate so as to return him to slavery, was not com- 
plied with by the Captaf&®, who instead, manacled 
the “boy” and put him into the hold of his vessel, 
from which he was brought up by the present writ 
of habeas corpus.

State of the Treasury. 


Every reader of the Magazine, who is interested

TERRIBLE STORM—MOST DISASTROUS ON 
RECORD—FIFTY LIVES LOST— KEY WEST 
IN RUINS—LIGHT HOUSE GONE! 

The schooner Sarah Charchman, Capt. Baymore, 
from Philadelphia, via Key West, for Brazos Santi- 
ago, arrived at the north-east pass Wednesday mor- 
ning, the 21st ult., and landed Com. Sloat and Son 
from the Pacific, and Lieat. Pease, bearing despatch- 
es for Washington. 

The Picayune of the 23d ult., says it is indebted 
to Lieut. Pease for the details of a terrible gale in 
the Gulf, of afury whichis unexampied. To begin 
at Key West—It commenced blowing from the 
north-east on the morning of the 11th, and tie tide 
rose rapidly. The storm increasing in violence ra- 
ged to a hurricane until midnight, when it abated. 
The next day it blew a moderate gale. But the 
hurricane had swept away every dwelling house 
save six, in Key West. They were totally destroy- 
ed. The Custom House and the Marine Hospital 
were both unroofed. It is sapposed that of Govern- 
ment property destroyed, the amount is $300,000. 
The loss of life is very great. A great many per- 
sons were drowned, and killed by falling buildings. 
The light house and dwelling house attached were

The U. 8. brig Perry ran ashore, but it is thought 
she may be saved. Com. Sloat was on board her ;

Twenty-four Years Ago! 


The following interesting account of the escape 
of a Slave is copied from the Commercial Advertiser 
of some day—we know not what—in the year 1¢22 
lhe editor of that journal! at that time did not hesi- 
tate to express the opinion that the Slave who had 
‘ndured so much in order to escape from bondage, 
“should, surely, never again be brought under the 
‘ash of a task-master.” We believe tie present ed- 
itors of the Commercial have not yet expressed any 
opinion respecting the outrageous proceeding in the 
ease of the Slave George Kirk. 

“The captain of a vessel from North Carolina 
called upon the Police for advisement respecting a 


rhree or four days after he had got to sea, he be- 
gan to be haunted every hour with tones of distress, 
seemingly proceeding from a human voice in the 
very lowest part of his vessel. A particular scruti- 
ny was finally instituted, and it was concluded that 
the creature, whatever or whoever it might be,must 
be confined down in the run, under the cabin floor ; 
and on boring a hole with an auger and demanding 
‘Who's there?’ a feeble voice responded, ‘Poor ne- 
gro, Massa!’ It wasclear enough, then, that some 
runaway negro had hid himself there before they 
sailed, trusting to Providence for his ultimate es- 
eape. Having discovered him, however, 1t was im- 
possible to give him relief, for the captain had stow- 
ed even the cabin so completely full of cotton, os 
but just to leave room for himself and the mate to 
eat on ; and as for unloading at sea, that was pret- 
ty much out of the question. Accordingly, there 
he had to lie, stretched at full length, for a tedious 
interval of thirteen days, till the vessel arrived in 
port and unloaded, receiving his food and drink 
through the auger hole. 

“The fe low’s story is, now that he is released, 
that being determined to get away from slavery, he 
supplied himseif with egus and biscuit, and some 
jugs of water ; which latter he was just on the point 
of depositing in his lurking place, when he discov- 
ered the captain, at a distance, coming on board, 
and had to hurry down as fast 2s possible, and leave 
them ; that he lived on nothing but his eggs and 
biscuit till discovered by the captain, noteven get- 
ting a drop of water, except what he had the good 
fortune to catch in his hand one day, when a vessel 
of water in the cabin was upset daring a squall,and 
some of it ran down throngh the cracks in the floor, 
over him.” 

We have heard it stated that this Slave was al- 
lowed to go free, the Police of our City at that pe- 
riod not being ambitious to play the part of blood- 
hounds for the Slaveholders. Of this, however, we 
cannot speak positively. —V. Y. Tribune.
